PREFATORY  NOTE 


The  art  of  Robert  Swain  Gifford  was,  throughout  his 
long  career  as  a painter,  strongly  and  sturdily  individual. 
For  forty  years  he  pursued  his  profession,  never  disturbed 
by  the  influences  of  popular  fashion  in  painting,  never  un- 
settled by  the  clamorous  worship  of  the  plein  air  and  the 
impressionist  schools.  His  success,  which  was  great  as  a 
landscape  painter,  an  etcher  and  an  illustrator,  was  both 
an  artistic  and  a popular  success.  He  was  a serious 
painter  and  a sympathetic  observer.  He  never  juggled 
with  his  art,  never  lost  his  enthusiasm  nor  his  courage  to 
search  for  the  truths  which  appealed  to  his  artistic  sense. 
Although  he  was  a New  Englander  by  birth  and  by  long 
descent,  his  art  was  Gallic  in  its  warmth  and  in  its  senti- 
ment. It  seemed  like  a reaction  against  his  native  tradi- 
tions. He  saw  and  recorded  the  landscape  in  its  fullest 
and  warmest  aspects ; he  was  enchanted  by  the  glow  of 
color  on  grass,  in  rocks,  in  foliage  and  in  water;  he  saw 
new  glories  in  sunset  skies  and  found  new  charms  in  the 
sweeping  lines  of  the  beach  and  in  the  character  of  stunted, 
wind-beaten  trees.  There  is  in  many  of  his  works  a note 
of  suggestive  sadness,  the  true  note  of  nature  in  the  time 
of  the  fall  of  the  leaf.  The  turbulent  and  wild  effects  of 
sky  and  sea  did  not  often  tempt  his  brush.  His  pictures 
brought  no  disturbing  thoughts  to  the  spectator;  they 
induced,  rather,  a sense  of  peace  and  contentment. 


Mr.  Gifford  was  born  on  the  island  of  Naushon,  near 
New  Bedford,  Massachusetts,  in  1840,  and  spent  the  early 
3:ears  of  his  life,  or  until  he  was  twenty-four,  in  New  Bed- 
ford or  the  adjoining  town  of  Fairhaven.  At  that  period 
there  was  small  opportunity  for  the  study  of  art  anywhere 
in  New  England,  not  even  in  Boston,  and  in  a small  com- 
munity like  New  Bedford,  nothing  short  of  an  absorbing 
and  irresistible  impulse  made  it  possible  for  a young  man 
to  gain  any  knowledge  of  art.  Fortunately  for  the  young 
aspirant,  there  was  living  in  New  Bedford  a Dutch  land- 
scape painter  by  the  name  of  Albert  Van  Beest,  and 
Gifford,  who  had  been  stimulated  by  the  study  of  the  illus- 
trated papers  and  had  been  encouraged  by  his  parents  to 
draw  and  sketch,  soon  became  associated  with  the  elder 
artist  and  made  sketching  expeditions  with  him.  A few 
visits  to  Boston  made  him  familiar  with  the  works  of  many 
famous  artists,  and,  after  having  acquired  considerable 
local  reputation,  he  established  himself  in  the  capital  of 
the  State.  William  Morris  Hunt  had  just  returned  from 
a long  sojourn  in  France,  and  through  his  contagious 
enthusiasm  the  works  of  the  painters  of  the  Barbizon 
school  were  beginning  to  be  appreciated.  Gifford  was 
strongly  influenced  by  the  men  of  this  school,  although  he 
did  not  in  any  sense  copy  their  methods  or  their  technique. 

In  1866  he  moved  to  New  York  and  his  works  soon  found 
eager  purchasers  there.  His  illustrations,  too,  were  in 
great  demand  among  the  publishers,  and  three  years  later 
he  went  to  the  Pacific  coast  on  the  service  of  the  publishers 
of  “ Picturesque  America.”  The  following  season  he  made 
an  extended  trip  on  the  continent  of  Europe  and  in  North 
Africa,  making  a large  number  of  sketches  which  he  after- 
wards used  as  motives  for  pictures.  Two  other  visits 
made  to  Europe,  one  in  1873  in  company  with  his  wife, 


also  an  accomplished  artist,  and  another  with  two  artist 
companions  about  ten  years  later.  After  the  last  trip 
abroad  he  divided  his  time  between  New  York  and  his 
summer  home  at  Nonquitt,  Massachusetts,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a trip  to  Alaska  with  the  Harriman  expedition. 

He  was  a member  of  all  the  important  artistic  societies, 
and  received  many  honors  in  exhibitions  both  at  home  and 
abroad.  He  was  keenly  interested  in  art  education  and 
devoted  himself  to  this  work  with  loyalty  and  self-sacrifice 
for  many  years.  His  chief  service  was  in  the  Cooper 
Union,  where  he  exerted  a great  influence  on  the  pupils 
and  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  the  trustees  to  the  fullest 
extent.  One  of  them  wrote  after  his  death : “ For  our- 
selves we  can  assure  you  that,  from  the  time  of  Air.  Gif- 
ford’s first  connection  with  the  school,  and  after  he  took 
charge  of  both  day  and  night  classes,  all  he  did  was  in' 
the  wisest  way  for  its  advancement  along  the  true  lines 
of  art;  that  we  all  felt  the  school  was  safe  in  his  hands 
and  had  unbounded  confidence  in  his  judgment.”  He  was 
teacher  of  oil  painting  in  the  Cooper  Union  schools  from 
October,  1877,  to  May,  1896;  was  Art  Director  of  the 
Woman’s  Art  School  from  October,  1896,  to  May,  1903, 
and  Art  Director  of  all  the  Art  Schools  from  October, 
1903,  to  the  date  of  his  death,  January  13,  1905.  His 
general  personality  and  his  absorbing  love  of  art  made 
him  a wonderful  power  for  good  among  the  students  who 
were  privileged  to  receive  encouragement  from  him.  His 
charity,  his  broad  appreciation,  his  fraternal  interest  in 
his  fellow  artists,  no  less  than  his  eminent  qualities  as  a 
painter,  made  him  greatly  beloved  and  esteemed  by  all  who 
knew  him.

A sandy  road  worn  deep  through  a flat  grass-cov- 
ered tract  of  land  on  the  seashore,  leads  from  the 
right  foreground  toward  a group  of  buildings 
dominated  by  an  octagonal  tower  of  considerable 
height,  upon  which  is  erected  a signal  mast  with 
yard  and  gaff*.  In  the  right  near  the  tower  is  a cov- 
ered f arm  wagon  drawn  by  two  horses.  Cloud  shad- 
ows drift  across  the  landscape,  and  a heavy  sea  fog 
floats  close  to  the  horizon.
